WEIGHT 


FOR AGE 


Handicapping is the bichon of modern racing and has been 
customary procedure ever since the English Parliament in 1740 set 
different racing weights for 5,6 and 7-year-olds. At that time it was 
recognized that horses vary in ability according to age and this weight 
for age handicapping has since been used as the basis for racing con- 
ditions. 

In various times the scales by which horses are handicapped have 
been challenged and occasionally, very occasionally, has been changed. 
Oscar Otis commenting on this subject in an article in the November 
5th Racing Form says that in the 1600’s the general practice was to 
card races or matches for horses of the same age, especially horses 
of 4,5 and 6 years. A hundred years later the tendency developed to 
bring these three age classifications together. In pe a matchmake r 
was recorded as assigning a 4-year-old 8 stone and a 5-year-old 8 
stone and 12 pounds. 

Another hundred years went by and an English Admiral, consid- 
ered as one of the great mathematical geniuses of his time in the 
sritish Navy, compiled a scale of weights. This weight for age scale 
conceived by Admiral, the Honourable John Henry Rous is still in 
existence today, having been the basis for all handicapping since 1873 
when Rous’ scale was put into effect. This scale handicaps horses 
from two upwards and changes with the seasons of the year, a 2-year- 
old for instance having less advantage over an older horse in the Fall 
than he or she receives in the cog, | In July a 2-year-old will re- 
ceive a 24 pound advantage over a 3-year-old while in October the 
same individual will be favored by “18 pounds over his older competi- 
tor under the Rous scale. 

With the wealth of precedent behind the weight for age scale, it 

is particularly interesting that the well known Racing Secretary 
John B. Campbell, after consultation with Alfred Vanderbilt, Presi- 
dent of the T. R. A. and other horsemen, sent a proposed change in 
the scale of weight for age races to racing secretaries throughout 
the country for their recommendation. Although too early to know 
their replies, Edward Brannon of Monmouth, suggests experimenta- 
tion before making a final change. 
« Owners have been discussing inequalities in weights ever since 
handicapping began and even Admiral! Rous is reported to have come 
in for his share of criticism. When one irate owner asked him if he 
thought his horse had a chance under the weights assigned by the 
Admiral, Rous is reported to have curtly answered: “None what- 
ever.” John Campbell is very much concerned with giving every 
horse a chance and it is for this reason that he proposes. to change the 
weight for age scale that has been in existence for nearly one hundred 
years. 

The basis for the change is in the Thoroughbred itself. Going 
back to earlier records, the Thoroughbred was raced at distances up 
to 4 miles. He required speed, but he required stamina even more 
and this stamina came with age. It is significant that early handi- 
capping was concerned principally with horses of 4 and up, younger 
horses not being considered fit to run or able to run the distances 
required. Today the clamor for horses that will win themselves out 
at 2 and surely at 3 is changing the type of the Thoroughbred. Races 
are shorter, mile and mile and a quarter events taking the place of 
the 2-mile classics, while 6 and 7 furlong claimers are in the majority. 

In 1873 when Admiral Rous drew up his scale, three-year-olds 
were allowed in the Fall 7 pounds over 4-year-olds. Now along 
comes 3-year-old Counterpoint carrying 117 pounds and gives a beat- 
ing to the much favored 4-year-old Hill Prince toting 124 pounds. He 
did this in the Jockey Club Gold Cup and he repeated it again in the 
Empire Gold Cup, this time with weights of 119 and 126. Was there 
something wrong with the weight for age scale? Apparently Mr. 
Campbell thinks there might be. 

The veteran handicappe r is not alone in his thinking. Colonel 
E. R. Bradley once said, “I have always been of the impression that 
3-year-olds have the best of it in the Fall.” In the Empire race Hill 
Prince’s rider, Eddie Arcaro on dismounting said, “A good 4-year-old 
cannot beat a good 3-year-old at those weights.” i

Form in any equestrian exercise is 


a tricky thing, as many of us who 
try to operate the race tracks dis- 
cover far too often; but I think it is 
even more incalculable in show 
jumping than in racing. The form 
of a show jumper will vary not only 
from show to show but from com- 
petition to competition; not even the 
best can be certain of the all-impor- 


tant clear round. Such little things, 
the placing of the ground line, the 
flickering of a light, the slightest 
miscalculation of speed and stride, 
all happening in a split second, can 


throughout all shows. Garcia Cruz, 
Gavilan, Nogueres, Ordovas magnifi- 
cent horsemen at any time, were at 
the top of their form. I do not care 
for their style which is marked by 
a good deal of elbow work and the 
sudden jerking up of their mounts 
before the jump, but their control 
and smoothness whether in speed or 
puissance tests was a sight to see.

make all the difference. The band- 
stand lights behind the wicket gate 
in the King George V Cup at the 
White City Stadium this year ruined 
the chances of many a good horse, 
including the mighty Foxhunter and 
the heel-flicking Nizefella. For near- 
ly the whole of that competition 
Peter Robeson’s Craven A led the 
way with 4 faults until the Irish- 
man, Kevin Barry, took Ballyneety 
round clear; then Foxhunter failed; 
after him came the valiant mare, 
Sheila, the best horse which has 
ever jumped for England, which 
cleared everything, including the 
fatal wicket gate, until an instant’s 
lack of concentration made her drop 
a heel at the innocuous middle fence 
of the treble. 

Form runs in teams too. The early 
part of the season, in the spring at 
Nice, Rome and later Madrid, the 
Spanish team seemed to be supreme. 
They -won the Nations Cup at Nice 
and Madrid, and their great horses 
Quoniam, Quorum, Frisar, Frisco, 
and others were high up in placings

indicate the right tendencies. If 
they stick to this line of country and 
can find some good horseflesh be- 
tween now and next August, they 
may well pull out another surprise 
like they did at the Piazza di Siena 
last May. They have a few good 
horses, notably Brando which for all 
waving and twitching tail is a most 
reliable and consistent performer 
with great courage. He was taken 
from a livery stable in Rome to 
these heights all in one season. Guia 
is good horse which showed up well 
in England. Of the riders, the bro- 
thers Piero and Raimudno D’Inzeo 
still lead the way, but others are 
coming on and I was struck with the 
improvement between May and July 
of Oppe, Servi, and Ambrosio. They 
are all young and desperately keen; 
with more experience they will be 
formidable—provided they have the 
horses; the crying need is for horses. 

The French have not done so well 
in international compétitions this 
year.

To Improve the F orm of An Indifferent Horse 
Sell Him To Hasty House Farm 





Joe H. Palmer : 


There is, apparently, one fairly sure 
way to step up the form of a horse 
which has been performing indiffer- 
ently, and it is permitted by the rules 
of racing, too. This is to sell him to 
the Hasty House Farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. E. Reuben. The three cur- 
rent exhibits of this are Seaward and 
Inseparable, both bought from Brook- 
meade Stable, and Oil Capitol, a half- 
interest in which was bought from 
Harry Trotsek, who started out train- 
ing him for Thomas Gray, of Tulsa, 
but eventually acquired ownership. 

All three were entered for the 
Prince George Autumn Handicap at 
Bowie last Saturday, though Seaward 
did not run. The stable didn’t win; 
it got second and third, and it had 


‘ 


got a third a Saturday earlier; with 
Inseparable, in the Thomas K. Lynch 
Memorial. Just the same, this amounts 
to $4,000, and if you can win $4,000 
in eight days you can run a stable 
without going very deeply in. 
Inseparable, now a 6-year-old by 
Unbreakable, was a fair 2-year-old for 
Brookmeade, winning the Sanford 
and Tremont Stakes, and he was the 
medium of a considerable dither be- 
cause his name was originally spelled 
Inseperable. The Jockey Club held 
deep and weighty consultations over 
the attempt to make this Inseparable, 
the decision resting on whether this 
constituted a change of name (which 
was forbidden), or a mere correction 
of an error (about which there was no 


rule). The beauty of this problem 
was that it didn’t matter, either way, 
so there was no possibility of going 
very far wrong on it. Anyway, it 
got changed, or corrected, as you care 
to interpret it. 

Inseparable won the Prince George 
Autumn Handicap at three, but at 
four he didn’t seem to be going any- 
where, and he was sold to Hasty 
House. He responded to this by win- 
ning $89,600 last year, and $26,930 so 
far this’ year, with the Stars and 
Stripes and Washington Park Handi- 
caps as: his principal victories. 

Seaward hadn’t shown anything 
like as much promise. He didn’t win 
any stakes at all for Brookmeade, 
though he placed in some. As I re- 
call it he was sold in the same pack- 
age with Inseparable, and last year he 
won the Buckeye Handicap, two stakes 
at Bowie, and one at Hawthorne. His 
earnings in the last two seasons stand 
at $129,070. He won the Buckeye 
Handicap again this year, a matter of 
some interest to his owners aside 
from the purse, because they are 
based at Toledo, and like to‘ win 
Ohio’s richest race (it’s run at North 
Randall), the same way the Sea- 


grams used to win the Kings Plate 
at Woodbine. 


Oil Capitol has never been any- 
thing but a good horse, but since 
Hasty House got a piece of him he’s 
had his best year. He won $106,956 
at two, and started off well enough 
at 3 with the Everglades Handicap 
and Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah, but 
he won only ene other race the rest 
of the year. This year he has picked 
up a considerable part of his earnings 
with seconds and thirds in stakes, 
but his big day came at Jamaica 
November 10 when he pulled away to 
win the Butler Handicap and $42,600. 
Currently his, earnings for the year 
are $111,420. 


Mr. and Mrs. Reuben started off 
with show horses. It isn’t a subject 
about which I know anything at all, 
but I understand they. did very well 
in that field. They’ve gotten into 
racing just recently, and I shouldn’t 
wonder if they feel the game is pretty 
easy. Anyway, they trust the formula, 
for they bought a few more horses 
from Brookmeade this fall. I sup- 
pose these will all win $100,000 too.

A. E. Masters’ *Titien II Given Honor of 
Heading Handicap List With 154 Pounds

French-breds dominated the hur- 
dle season of 1951, as much as any- 
thing can be said to have dominated 
‘a year in which hurdle performers 
were rather evenly matched. 


The French-bred hurdlers are A. 
E. Masters’ *Titien II and John M. 
Schiff’s *Triomphe. The best of 
the native-bred hurdle jumpers have 
been Sanford Stud Farm’s Fulton; 
and Quiet, formerly owned by the 
late Mrs. Corliss Sullivan. 

Fulton was the first of these 
leading hurdlers to inscribe his name 
among the list of the year’s stakes 
winners. The 4-year-old chestnut 
gelding by Head Play—Larkquest, 
by Blue Larkspur, had found 7 lbs. 
too mueh to yield to Jam over a 
soft track in the Belmont National 
Maiden Hurdie; and was beaten 6 
lengths. 

B a fast course and a more 
favorable distribution of lead in the 
Aqueduct ‘version of the National 
Maiden series suited Fulton perfect- 





ly. There were only 4 starters; and 
2 of them, Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Bost- 
wick’s Stunts and Hyvania, appear- 
ed in the same interests. Fulton 
stuck to the inside rail and let the 
other 3 battle for the lead for ten 
jumps. Then he moved forward 
readily and was pulling away from 
Hyvania by 5 lengths at the wire. 

Bred by Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., 
Fulton cost Stephen Sanford, who 
operates as the Sanford Stud Farm, 
$2,600 at Saratoga as a yearling. 
The son of Head Play gained one 
victory and $4,850 in 29 starts on 
the flat at 2 and 3. Set to the hurd- 
les late last yedr, he finished third 
in his lone appearance over the 
jumps that season. 


The only previous steeplechase 


stakes winner gotten by Head Play, 
Fulton’s sire, is Scare Play, also a 
hurdler. 

In the Amagansett. a week after 
the Aqueduct National Maiden, Ful- 
ton and Hyvania faced more exper-

ienced leppers, particularly the 
formidable *Titien II. But the lat- 
ter was conceding 7 and 13 pounds 
by scale, respectively, to the pair 
of 4-year-olds. Moreover, Hyvania’s 
stablemate Look Around kept the 
foreigner in close quarters nearly 
all the way; and carried him wide. 
Fulton and Hyvania ran close up 
and lapped,on each other the entire 
distance, with the latter just get- 
ting the final nod by a nose. *Titien 
II, finally free of his impeding 
“shadow,” closed to grab 3rd money. 


The next week in the Forget 
Hurdle Handicap, *Titien II was 
called upon to concede 3 pounds by 
scale to Fulton and 7 to Hyvania. 
The two younger horses alternated 
in the early lead. As the field 
straightened out of the last turn, 


“Hyvania held the front, with *Titien 


II on the outside and Fulton on the 
rail. The latter prevailed by a head 
at the end, as *Titien II passed Hy- 
vania by three parts of a length for 
second honors. A month later, in 
the Saratoga version of the National 
Maiden series, Fulton made it two 
stakes in a row. In this race he 
outgamed Manchon for a half-length 
score, with Hyvania again 3rd. 


These two triumphs brought Ful- 
ton’s record to 3 stakes wins and 3 
victories in all during the year, and 
upped his season’s income to $26, 
300. 

In the meantime, Mr. Masters’ 
*Titien II had journeyed to Mon- 
mouth Park for the New Jersey re- 
vival of the infield sport. Carrying 
top weight of 160 pounds in the Mid- 
summer Hurdle Handicap, he moved 
up rapidly on the final bend to take 
command; bobbled at the last fence 
and gave way briefly to the late- 
running Fonda; and then came again 
to nip his rival by a nose on the 
post. The French-bred five-year- 
old bay horse by Tornado—Philis, 
by Rodosto, was giving 29 pounds 
by scale to Fonda, 28 to the third- 
placed Quiet. The latter, after con- 
tending for the lead most of the way, 
was caught in close quarters on the 
last turn. 

It was *Titien II’s fifth victory in 
14 attempts during the season, and

brought his bank account for the 
year to $24,950. As related in last 
week’s review of the ’chasing sea- 
son, he had taken his first brush 
venture, the Meadow Brook Steeple- 
chase Handicap, earlier in the year. 
The versatile *Titien II has raced 
over turf and dirt tracks, hurdles 
and brush; and has enjoyed some 
measure of success under all condi- 
tions. Unraced at two, he captured 
three events and showed four times 
in 13 appearances’ at three, to gain 
$7,990. Last year he annexed the 
Amagansett and five other races, 
and earned $24,120. At Belmont on 
June 9, 1950, he set a new hurdle 
record of .3:15 flat for about a mile 
and three-quarters under 143 lbs. 
This year, on June 4, he chopped a 
full second off that mark while car- 
rying 158 pounds. 
*Titien II was returned to flat 
competition after the Midsummer. 
When racing returned downstate 
to Aqueduct, Fulton was asked to 
concede 10 pounds by scale to 
Blandystone, 22 to the latter’s stable- 
mate Quaker Miss, 24 to Halley, 25 
to Quiet and 34 to Fonda in the 
Bushwick Hurdle Handicap. Despite 
the manifest impossibility of such a 
task, Fulton was sent out to contend 
with Quaker Miss and Halley on the 
front end. He tired under his 160- 
pound burden, and was through by 
the time Quiet came into position. 
The younger horses: lost ground by 
bobbles at the final obstacle; and 
~ Quiet wore down Halley by a neck 
on the flat, with the filly a neck 
farther back and Fulton a well-bea- 
ten fourth. The time for the about 
two miles was a superb 3:38 flat. 
It was Quiet’s fifth win in ten 
starts this season. The six-year-old 
chestnut gelding by Pilate—Com- 
posure, by *Ksar, had been out of 
the money only once up to that time 
in the year; and had amassed a 
total of $18,615. Mrs. Sullivan had 
died four days before the Bushwick; 
and Quiet ran under lease to Mrs. 
Raymond G. Woolfe, wife of his 
trainer. 
Full brother to the $102,260 earn- 
er Prefect, Quiet was bred by Abram 
S. Hewitt. Rigan McKinney, Mrs.

Sullivan’s son and former trainer 
of her racing stable, bought the colt 
for $8,500 at Saratoga as a yearling. 
Quiet did not race at 2, and did not 
preak his maiden until’he was four. 
His most important score that season 
came in the Saratoga National Maid- 
en Hurdle. He was runner-up in the 
Belmont National Maiden and the 
Amagansett. Altogether, to the end 
of 1950, he had accumulated four 
victories and $16,850 in 17 starts. 

Quiet’s sire, the aged Pilate, has 
also gotten the steeplechase stakes 
winners Lovely Night and Pontius 
Pilate. The latter, one of the bet- 
ter brush performers of 1951, is, 
like Quiet, from a *Ksar mare. 

After the Bushwick, Fulton was 
schooled over brush. He ran a credi- 
table fourth to Oedipus, *Palaja 
and Genancoke in the Broad Hollow 
Steeplechase Handicap. 

Fulton and *Titien II were the 
only important absences in the New 
York Turf Writers Cup, which drew 
an unusually good field of hurdlers 
for so late in the season, at the 
United Hunts meeting at Belmont. 
The Bostwick entry of Hyvania and 
Stunts was established a narrow fav- 
orite over Mr. Schiff’s highly touted 
French-bred *Triomphe. The lat- 
ter was hard held for six jumps; 
but the race was over when she was 
let loose. Giving weight by scale 
to most of the field, the 4-year-old 
bay filly by Tourbillon—Melibee, by 
Firdaussi, prevailed by two lengths 
and a half over Hyvania, Snob Tour- 
ist and Quiet, who were half-lengths 
apart in sharing the minor portions 
of the purse. The time for the 
about two miles was a good 3:44 
2-5. 

It was the 2nd American start and 
2nd win for *Triomphe. A week earl- 
ier she had galloped home 12 lengths 
ahead of a mediocre field in an al- 
lowance hurdle. 

Bred in France by M. M. Laboure, 
she did not race at two; and captur- 
ed one hurdle event across the ocean 
at three. She was a member of a 
group of horses which Oleg T. Dub- 
assoff, her trainer, imported early 
this season. 

Tourbillon, *Triomphe’s sire, has 
led the French stallion list 4 times. 
Among his best offspring have been 
Cillas, Djebel, Esmeralda, Tornado, 
*Goya II, Tourment, Caracalla, *Ad- 
aris and *Ambiorix. Djebel, *Goya 
II and Torando have also beén suc- 
cessful sires abroad. 

Tornado, sire of *Titien II, has got- 
ten, among this season’s stakes win- 
ners in France, the 3-year-olds Aqu- 
ino and Orberose. 


To this father-son combination of 
Tourbillon and Tornado, which have 
given us two of the best hurdlers of 
the year, must be added the fact 
that *Ksar, maternal grandsire of 
Quiet and Pontius Pilate, is the sire 
of Tourbillon. Quite a representa- 
tion for this French line, n’est-ce 
pas? 

Incidently, the pedigree of *Tri- 
omphe, by Tourbillon from a grand- 
daughter of Pharos, represents the 
same cross as that of *Ambiorix, a 
son of Tourbillon from a Pharos 
mare.

A preparatory race seems ordinar- 
ily to be intended to pick out a horse 
to bet around. You’ll remember that 
the prep race for the Futurity this 
year went to Hill Gail, and that was 
all he got. The prep for the Matron 
went to A Gleam, which couldn’t do 
anything in the big race. And of 
course you know the record of the 
Derby Trial—Citation is the only win- 
ner which could go on from it to take 
the Derby. 


But the Endurance Prep, an over- 
night event on Bowie’s opening day, 
couldn’t have been a better guide to 
form. The winner was J. L. Fried- 
man’s Orco, up in the last sixteenth 
to beat Max Kahlbaum’s Jampol. 
When the Endurance came up five 
days later, it drew so many entries 
that it had to be split into two divis- 
ions, and Jampol won the first, Orco 
the second. Jampol, a gelding by 
Thumbs Up, apparently was the most 
improved, for he won his division by 
ten lengths in 1:46-4/5 for the mile 
and a sixteenth, and it took Orco 
1:48-2/5 for the distance and he won 
only by a length. But as to form, he 
won from Brandywine Stable’s Roman 
Law by a length, and in the Prep he 
had finished in front of him by a 
half-length, a head, and a neck, which 
adds up to about the same thing. 


They both represent fair bargains. 
Jampol was bred by Mrs. Marion 
duPont Scott’s Montpelier, and he 
was sold at a paddock sale at Belmont 
for $4,500. Kahlbaum, a Coral Gables 
owner who trains his own _ horses, 
claimed him from Phil Godfrey for 
$7,000 last May. Friedman claimed 
Orco for $6,000 from his breeder, 


- Bayard Tuckermai, in July. Orco had 


been sold—it says here—in the Sara- 
toga Sales of 1950, but since it was 
Mr. Tuckerman who consigned him, 
and Mr. Tuckerman under whose,silks 
he began racing at Laurel last April, 
I can’t believe that this sale was what 
you might call utterly absolute. He 
brought, by the way, $2,000. 

He is from the second crop of foals 
by Bull Dandy, a horse whose chief 
virtue was that he is a son of Bull 
Lea, though he did run third in 
the Belmont Stakes behind Bounding 
Home. His dam, Bus Girl, by Time- 
maker, was a fair winner—at least 
she won in three seasons—and Orco 
is her first foal to win. 

The Endurance doesn’t ordinarily 
turn up much, for the better 2-year- 
olds are usually put away before it’s 
run. Still, in recent years such horses 
as Palestinian and Greek Song have 
won it, so this year’s result will have 
some effect on 3-year-old considera- 
tions. 

This brings up a fearful question. 
Will there be a winter book? And 
will the maker of it have a federal 
stamp? The guess here is that there 
will be one, and that it will be based 
at Agua Caliente, where a stamp is 
not needed.

Kentucky Stallion Ranks Will Include Quite 


A Few Newcomers For New Season

To me, the most thrilling cry in 
the world is that full throated neigh, 
by which a Thoroughbred stallion 
announces his ardor and intention to 
be mated. Many years ago, when 
a youth in Australia, it was always 
my school vacation chore to act as 
“stallion man” ( I was a somewhat 
diminutive one) to our stud, Poly- 
phemus. Around the beginning of 
July (remember the Australian 
breeding season is almost the exact 
reverse of the American) I would 
start taking old Polyphemus out of 
his stall each day to be bred. We 
would leave the farm and walk along 
a dusty country road for just a half- 
mile until we reached the brood 
mare paddock. The enfrance to it 
was down a long lane, bordered by 
high thicket fence, and overhung by 
willow trees that formed almost a 
natural roof. When we reached the 
head of that lane, Polyphemus would 
stop dead in his tracks, up would 
go his head, and he would let loose 
with his mating roar. It was the 
most tremendous sound I have ever 
heard. He knew that at the end of 
that path a mare was waiting for 
him, and he wanted to let her know 
he was on his way. 

Within ‘the next 90 days you are 
apt to hear that primitive and trium- 
phant call on any Thoroughbred 
farm in the land; for it both heralds 
in and ushers out the start and fin- 
ish of the breeding season Here in 
Kentucky it will reach a crescendo, 
for the stallions are tried and primed 
to their duty. Occasionally, how- 
ever, you will hear the call go 
wrong; it will start off with its base, 
husky roar, only to take on a funny 
screaming treble at the end, like a 
boy’s broken voice. Then you may 
be sure that a young horse is sound- 
ing off, announcing to the mares as- 
sembled that he is a sire for the 
first time. Once you have heard it 
you will never forget it. 


The 1952 breeding season will 
see quite a few newcomers to the 
Kentucky stallion ranks. There is 
both Cochise (*Boswell—New Pin, 
she by *Royal Minstrel) and Greek 
Song (*Heliopolis—Sylvan Song, she 
by *Royal Minstrel) over at Cy 
White’s Elsmeade Farm; De Luxe 
(Bull Lea—Nellie L, she by *Blen- 
heim II) at Miss Mildred Woolwine’s 
White Oaks; Royal Blood (Cold- 
stream-Spotted Beauty, she by Man 
o’War) at Spendthrift; and also 
*High Bandit (Hyperion—Bandi- 
ary, she by Blandford) an impor- 
tation from Ireland, which is to 
stand at Doctor Charlie Hagyard’s 
Farm on the Paris Pike. 





I have seen them all, and will try 
to tell you about a couple of them 
here, and the rest between now and 
the start of the new season. Let us 
start off with De Luxe, which on 
paper at least, has every right to be 
a stallion. His pedigree is 100 per 
cent stakes’ studded. Bull Lea, Nel- 
lie L, *Bull Dog, Rose Leaves, *Blen- 
heim II, and Nellie Flag are his six 
immediate relatives, and every one 
of them stakes winners in his or her 
own right, and sires and dams of 
stakes winners galore since they 
have been at stud. From just a 
glance at his bloodlines, it is easy 
to understand how Calumet Farms 
expected such great achievements 
from him. When he failed to live 
up to them, he was dropped into a 
claimer at a Keeneland meeting of 
two seasons ago. That was one of 
the late Warren Wright’s inflexible 
rules—no matter how good they 
looked, if they didn’t win and win 
early, out they went. Not a single 
claim went into the box that after- 
noon; and all the Kentucky hard 
boots sat around on their hands and 
yaked knowingly about being able 
to spot a dud on sight. Then True 
Davis, Junior, brought him privately 
a couple of days later, for consider- 
able more than the $7,500 he could 
have been claimed for. His new own- 


er took De Luxe up to New England, 
where he proceeded to win 10 races, 
and nearly $60,000 in prize money, 
including the Narragansett Special, 
and the King Philip Handicap. He 
won, placed or showed in 29 of his 
55 starts in 4 seasons of racing. 


Now, in his sixth year, he goes to 
stud with both a pedigree and race 
record that may well be envied. His 
fee is the moderate one of $350 live 
foal, and he represents an ideal pros- 
pect for the middle purse breeder to 
get to, what may well turn out to be 
a successful stud of the future. 
There is a Latin tag to the effect 
that ‘‘blood will tell’, and if you are 
inclined to give it credence, then 
you must, of necessity, become ena- 
mored of De Luxe—his bloodlines 
tell plenty, and all of them to his 
credit. 

Another tyro to the breeding barn 
that I wish to bring to your atten- 
tion, is the Irish, 5-year-old, *High 
Bandit. He is a rich wine bay, 
standing 16 hands even. By Eng- 
land’s great sire, Hyperion, out of 
Banditry (she by Blandford) this 
newcomer also has much to recom- 
mend him. His dam, Banditry is 
known to our breeders as responsible 
for the stakes winner, Haile, which 
has won 28 races here in America. 
Banditry has also produced three 
other foals which have won in Eng- 
land and Ireland. *High Bandit’s 
second dam, Sundry (by Sunstar, 
the Epsom Derby winner) was her- 
self a winning stakes mare, as well 
as producing five good winners, both 
in England and France, among 
which is Coup de Lyon, stakes win- 
ner and most successful sire. The 
third dam, Queen’s Company (by 
Polymelus) was responsible for 
three winners of 17 races, while the 
fourth dam, Queen’s Holiday, won 
12 stakes herself, and in turn, pro- 
duced 5 winners, including the Ces- 
arewitch victor, Light Dragoon. 


*High Bandit’s own race record 
shows him to be more than useful. 
In 1950 he won over a mile at Leo- 
pardstown in Ireland by 15 lengths, 
in a field of 17 starters. Then he 
annexed the Raheny Plate over 1 1-2 
miles at Baldoyle in track record 
time, afterward going on to run an 
excellent 2nd to Princess Truddy 
(winner of the Irish One Thousand 
Guineas) in The Tetrarch Stakes at 
the Curragh. Jimmy Smith had him 
in training in America this year and 
was extremely high on *High Bandit. 
The horse had all sorts of black let- 
ter work-outs, but only started once, 
on August 23 at Saratoga over 6 fur- 
longs. He was backed from 20-1 
down to 2-1, but found himself un- 
able to handle the heavy going. 
Shortly thereafter he bowed both 
tendons while working and, bang, 
went all ambitions to win with him 
over here. Luckily, however, ‘he 
can still be saved for stud and he is 
undoubtedly a poorman’s *Alibhai in 
the making. In looks he is very 
like his relative, *Heliopolis (parti- 
cularly about the head) while hav- 
ing the short neck and powerful 
shoulder of most Hyperions. He 
stands over a lot of ground and has 
very wide-set eyes, which bespeak 
his excellent temper and intelligence. 
His stud fee is to be one of $500, 
and Dr. Charlie Hagyard has him 
under his care on his own Lexing- 
ton Farm. *High Bandit could not 
be in finer hands. 

With the notable exceptions of 
his sons, *Alibhai and *Heliopolis, 
Hyperion has not built up a too suc- 
cessful stud record in America. Of 
course, at this point you have the 
right to inquire ‘‘isn’t that enough?” 
‘Naturally, the answer is ‘‘Plenty!”’ 
But what I mean is that many of his 
sons and daughters have been im- 
ported at high prices to this coun- 
try, only to fail dismally. Both *Ali- 
bhai and *Heliopolis are the excep- 
tions to the rule, and I have every 
hope that *High Bandit will join 
them. Both on paper and race re- 
cord he has every chance to do so, 
and I shall watch his future with 
great interest.

Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. E. Rueben, Paul Mellon, 
Burton DP. Chait, George Humphrey, 
Courtney Burton are instances of 
how racing between the flags at the 
hunt meets, or over jumps in the ins 
field at the tracks, or exhibiting in 
the show rings of the country, lures 
horse owners into the sport of rac- 
ing. 

Another horseman who is coming 
along in the Thoroughbred game is 
Henry Cadwalader at his Farm, at 
Broad Axe, Ambler, Pennsylvania. 
Henry Cadwalader has been a sup- 
porter of the hunt meets in the Phil- 
adelphia area and one of his color- 
bearers was the stalwart mare Caro- 
lina (Brumado—Flying Finch, by 
Young Pegasus). It was certainly a 
crushing blow that fate handed him 
when his mare came home in front 
in the 1948 Maryland Hunt Cup only 
to be disqualified for jumping the 
wrong fence the second turn of the 
course. 

However it was. probably this 
mare (or the subsequent course of 
events) that caused him to decide to 
hang up his riding tack and turn to 
the business of breeding for the mar- 
ket. Back in 1947 at Rose Tree in 
the featured 3 1-2 mile Gloucester 
Fox Hunters plate over timber, he 
and Carolina were right up on the 


pace, running in 2nd place. Then at 
the 13th, the pacesetter came down 
and Carolina went down over him. 
He gave the crowd quite a scare as 
during the War he had suffered a 
compound fracture of both legs 
in a parachute accident, and it was 
found he had re-broken a leg in this 
fall. Months in a wheel chair, final- 
ly brought him around again and 
now Mr. Cadwalader manages his 
own farm. 

Cadwalader’s Farm consists of 105 
acres with a well balanced pasture 
program worked out for the 40 acres 
of meadow land. About this program 
Mr. Cadwalader says: “Our feeling 
is that in order to raise good horses, 
a year around pasture management 
program is necessary, including re- 
peated mowing, fertilizer applica- 
tions, and the use of chain harrows 
and spreading of cattle manure. 

‘A small herd of steers is main- 
tained, and during the winter 
months these are confined in a pad- 
dock into which the soiled bedding 
from the horse stalis is spread, pro- 
ducing the richest manure possible. 
Next to pasture management we feel 
that hay grown on fertile soil and 
properly cured is most important; 
consequently, we grow our own’”’. 

The Cadwalader Farm breeds, 
trains and sells Thoroughbred stock.

62nd Annual Field Trials 








Singles Run During Last Days of Trials; 
15 Inch Beagles Hunt Well In Stake 





June W. 


The 62nd annual Field Trials, held 
at the Institute Farm, Aldie, Vir- 
ginia, opened this year with the 
pack stakes instead of the singles 
as of previous seasons. The packs 
were run from November 8 to the 
12th: the singles from the 12th 
through Saturday the 17th. 

The chickadees flit in and out of 
the underbrush calling their low 
monotonous song. A small brown 
rabbit squats under the tangled 
dark red and green honeysuckle. 
“Get ’em up, boys; get ’em up. Find 
a bunny. Somebody holler.” Field 
Marshall Irving Voltz pushes his 
horse through the briars encourag- 
ing the gallery of the single stakes 
to find a rabbit. 

A beater pokes his stick under a 
bush and a small brown shadow 
flashes silently down a grassy road 
in airy leaps. 

“Tally ho’’, someone calls. Two 
men come running, carrying their 
hounds, “‘He went down this way to 
the right of that rock.” The small 
hounds are put down; their leashes 
unsnapped. Their heads down, they 
sniff the ground, quivering, sterns 
waving eagerly. One high cry; a 
beagle’s salute to the line and the 
other mingles with the first. The 
woods ring with their music. 

The stakes for the small dogs—13 
inch—were run Monday and Tues- 
day: for the small bitches, Wednes- 
day and Thursday. Due to the few 
entries in the bitch class, that stake 
was finished on Wednesday, leaving 
Thursday a blank day. Wednesday

night there was a pit of gaiety dur- 
ing which several pottles of ‘‘Old 
Crow” were dispatched. And out of 
that evening, the “Old Crow Pack 
Stakes’’ came into history. 

Thursday was not a blank day. 
The 13 inch Qld Crow Stakes was 
run in the morning and the 15 inch 
after lunch on the Russell place sev- 
eral miles from the Institute. None 
of these hounds, with possibly one 
or two exceptions, had ever hunted 
in a pack. The morning hunt was a 
great success; but that in the after- 
noon was brilliant—all hounds run- 
ning could be eovered py the pro- 
verbial blanket. The ribbons went to 
two field champions and two field 
stake winners. It was a grand bit of 
hunting in and around the cattle. 

The 15 inch dogs were run off on 
Friday, ten braces before lunch. 
Lunch is always a pleasant interim 
in a long day out doors; the food ex- 
cellent at the Institute and the rolls 
to be remembered. The weather, 
warm with a light rain in the morn- 
ing, turned colder during the after- 
noon. Game was not too hard to find, 
strong native rabbits which knew 
their way about. Foreign rabbits 
had heen put down, but a great many 
had died in transport. There was a 
long hunt for game for the twelfth 
brace, but a cherry “tally ho” came 
immediately for the 13th. 

The judges, Mark R. Roberts of 
Walnutport, Pa. and Roy Bundick, 
Philadelphia, called out two braces 
for the second series, Virginia Boy 
with Meyersdale Smokey and 
Emory’s Educator with Gallant Jake, 
the last brace losing in the briars 
on deZerega’s farm across the road. 

Saturday was a cold gray day with 
a high wind. There were only five 
braces of 15 inch bitches. There was 
a long hunt for game for the second 
brace. “Get ’em up, boys. Find a 
bunny’’, the gallery pushing through 
the briars and whacking the dead 
cedars, but the hunt was long and 
good and hounds were picked up 
running. 

The third prace ran with good 
cry but lost, casting through the 
gallery. Game was found almost im- 
mediately for the fourth and fifth 


‘brace. The last rabbit was a twisty 


fellow and ran in small _ circles, 
hounds putting up a brilliant per- 
formance. 

The judges called for two braces 
for the second series, Al-o-Bessie 
with Ben Kay Dark and Bobalong 
Betsy with Opequon Trailer’s Tippy.

At the peginning of the current 
hunting season, the Chestnut Ridge 
Hunt moved their hunt headquarters 
from the Lazy Hour Ranch in Dun- 
bar, Pa., to the Friendship Hill Farm 
at New Geneva, Pa., and at the same 
time elected Sherwood C. Martin, 
Joint-Master in place of B. C. Cence. 

Friendship Hill Farm is the re- 
sidence of Mr. and Mrs. §. C. Mar- 
tin and is located in the midst of 
some of the most beautiful country 
in western Pennsylvania. Much of 
the surrounding country is devoted 
to the grazing of cattle so that the 
permanent pasture land makes for 
excellent hunting, and there are, 
also, well scattered sections of fair- 
ly open woodland. At the present 
time, we are drag hunting and fox 
hunting, and there appears to be a 
sufficient number of foxes in the 
country so that we are doing more 
and more fox hunting. We opened 
our season on Sunday, October 14, 
with a field of 18, including 2 very 
enthusiastic junior members in the 
first flight; namely: Alice Thorn- 
dyke, niece of Mr. and mrs. §S. C. 
Martin, and Linda Jenkins, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. William s. Jen- 
kins. 

The Joint-Masters, Mr. and Mrs. 
S. C. Martin hunt the hounds. Mrs. 
S. C. Martin (formerly Evelyn 
Thompson) has been hunting hounds 
herself for Chestnut Ridge _ since 
1938, and does a superb job in the 
handling of hounds and _ always 
shows great sport. This last item is 
of particular note, for in the Novem- 
ber 2nd issue of The Chronicle, in 
an In The Country item it was stated 
that Mrs. J. B. Hannum, Jr. was the 
only Lady Master in this country 
actively hunting hounds. 





The sun had come out and rabbits 
were about. Both braces were run 
off in short order and the third seri- 
es was called, Ben Kay Dark and 
Robalong Betsy. The first rabbit 
holed up and the second was viewed 
almost on the spot, the judges mak- 
ing their decision in a short time of 
hunting. 

Field Trial secretary, W. A. 
Bushy, distributed the ribbons and 
the prize money; the theaglers pack- 
ed up their small dogs to go home, 
down the long lane from which is a 
glimpse of one of the green patches 
of rye, which Captain c. O. Iselin 
has planted for the rabbits, to the 
entrance of Institute Farm, past the 
new sign post, which Field Marshall 
Irving Voltz made and put up with 
its painted beagle flanked by two 
small rabbits; past the field trial 
board; out into the world again and 
home.

dle of an off-period, one of those 
unaccountable dvops in ferm. But 
they have all their old stars, who 
are still young: Du Breuil, whom I 


consider the most stylish and polish- 
ed of all present-day French jump- 
ers, de la Sayette, Couet, de Mau- 
peou, Comte de Maille, and those 
two geniuses of unorthodoxy, d’Ori- 
ola and d’Orgeix. The latter has been 
in brilliant form at the close of the 
season; he was the leading horse- 
man in the Horse of the Year Show 
at Harringay last month, with Kild- 
ias and Arlequin, the latter an An- 
glo-Normand, which type is heing 
seriously developed as a show jump- 
ing breed by the French, as pro- 
ducing a bigger and stronger ani- 
mal for the present exacting pur- 
pose than the Anglo-Arab. Michele 
Cuncre was over there too with 
Tard and Ulysse B and was at the 
top of her form. Among the French 
horses there are still Tourbillohw, 
Naukin, Marquis III, Princesse D’ 
Eternes, Rat d’Asturies, Trinqueur; 
but like Spain, they seem to be short 
of a new blood of the top class—at 
least {t has not yet been seen inter- 
nationally. ‘It is interesting to note 
that in all the leading countries very 
few new horses have reached the 
top apurt from those who were there 
when the war ended. The same old 
naimes come up and are always in the 
money. 

Judging by what I have seen in 
the last few years neither Belgium, 
Holland, Sweden, nor Jugoslavia can 
be considered as serious contenders 
for the Olympic trophy; but I make 
that estimate on present form only, 


you never know what will happen 
next year. There remain to be con- 
sidered Kire and Great Britain. 
Eire have been going through 
somewhat of an eclipse the last 
few years. They have always look- 


ed like getting somewhere but have 
never been able to keep it up. Both 
horses and riders seemed to be lack- 
ing systematic training, and it is 
remarkable what a difference Col- 
onel Rodzianko has made to them 
in the last few months. They had 
young horses and riders out at the 
English International this summer 
and they still have some way to go 
before they reach real consistency; 
but they did very well, coming 2nd 
throughout the show with six wins-—— 
at one time they led with five wins 
to two over Great Britain—and of 
course carried away the King Geo- 
rge V Cup. They had no luck in the 
nations cup either at White City or 
put they show every signs 
of being welded into a team, and 
they are the: only country which 
seems able to get hold of good young 
stock and keep it together in train- 
ing. With the McKee Barracks as 
a base and Rodzianko as in instruc- 
tor they should be high in the bet- 
ting next year. In addition to Barry 
and Ballyneety, Magee, O’Shea, and 
Tubridy are young and efficient and 
willing to learn, which is not a 
characteristic of all horsemen. Kin- 
sale, Clonakilty, Killala, Red Castle, 
Kilkenny. are all promising young 
horses. I must not pass from the 
Irish team without a tribute to that 
ee fighter in the ring, Iris 
Kellett, who with Rusty, whom she 
reseyje from the Knacker’s yard, 
aud Sturiet has made show jumping 


history in Ireland for the last few 
years, and in England too. 
The English team for Helsinki 


has been selected already, one hopes 
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not prematurely. They are Harry 
Llewellyn, Wilfred White and Alan 
Oliver. The horses will be selected 
much later, but we may assume that 
if sound they are likely to be Fox- 


hunter, Nizefella and Red Star II, 
The last is a _ great-hearted bay 
horse, an almost automatic winner 


, in England competitions under B. S. 


J. A. rules but a comparative new- 
comer to the international field. His 
rider always is 14-year-old Alan Oli- 
ver, a dealer’s son who has jumped 
in adult classes since 1946 and has 
been the most consistent winner for 
the last three years. He is a great 
horseman but his style is ugly and 
exaggerated with too much pulling 
bagk of the elbows and hurling him- 
self into the air; but he can get a 
horse over almost anything. His 
form has been good all the season, 
but he did not do anything at Har- 
ringay or in Switzerland this aut- 
umn. 

Foxhunter has fluctuated in form 
through the season. Abroad in the 
spring he was definitely off; then at 
the White City. and Dublin he ran in- 
to a practically unbeatable vein and 
[ have seldom seen him jump so well. 
Llewellyn’s slight illness at Zurich 
upset calculations and then Fox- 
hunter himself sprained a hind fet- 
lock; but in form or out I have 
never seen an equal to Foxhunter, 
so light and graceful and quick for 
a big horse, and so gentle and digni- 
fied in repose. He and Llewellyn 
are -certainly the most .formidable 
jumping combination in the world 
today. Somebody described Wilf 
White and Nizefella as the full-back 
of the English team, and it is a fair 
description. Although overshadow- 
ed by Foxhunter, 'Nizefella is a great 
horse, full of character and courage 
which endeared him to American 
audiences at Madison Square Garden 
last year, and he and White are a 
strong middle pair in any team. 

So far as Europe is concerned 
this team is the most likely one for 
the Olympic cup, but it does suffer 
from a shortage of horse reserves. 
There are plenty of riders, next on 
the list being young Peter Robeson 
who with plenty of international ex- 
perience behind him I regard as a 
better horseman than Alan Oliver 
and that is saying a good deal. 

There is bound to be good stuff 
coming over from the Americas, but 
it will have to be very good to hold 
the cup which the Mexicans won in 
1948. However that may be, one 
can look forward to a tremendous 
struggle fought out at a general 
level of excellence never before 
reached. .

AT MONTPELIER 

There wasn’t a more welcome 
sight at the Montpelier Hunt Race 
Meeting than the large tent from 
which good food and plenty of hot 
coffee sold rapidly to the large 
crowd. Chris Wood bought a ham 
sandwich and was amazed at the 
amount of ham. Remarking about 
this novelty to Stewart A. S. Craven, 
the latter’s reply was, ‘‘Well, we 
call them hog sandwiches.” 

When *Henrico won the Madison 
Plate, about 2 miles over hurdles, it 
was the first victory for the 4-year- 
old French-bred gelding. Imported 
last spring by George T. Weymouth, 
the son of Flamingo—Alhambra, by 
Nino had been selected by the.

As a 2-year-old, *Henrico 
started 3 times in France without 
winning but won the Isleham Maiden 
Stakes at Newmarket.

'Two Year Old Free Handicap 
(French handicap) at 116 Ilbs., his 
best performance in 1949 being list- 
ed as the Cascade. Turned over to 
Trainer W. B. Cocks, he was gelded 
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and did not go postward until Sep- 
tember at Malvern. In 4 outings 
previous to Montpelier, he had fin- 
ished 2nd in 3 races and was once 
out of the money. 

Weather doesn’t stop the C. T. 
Chenerys from going to the races. 
The day before the Montpelier races 
they were at Pimlico where they 
watched Bryan G. gallop to an easy 
victory in the Pimlico Special. Al- 
though Market Wise, the winner of 
the Special 1941, was a Virginia- 
bred, Bryan G. was the first Virgin- 
ia-bred and owned horse to enter the 
winner’s circlesin this event. The 
weather at Pimlico on Friday was 
anything but enjoyable but the Chen- 
erys were not daunted by the ther- 
mometer reading the next day and 
stayed for the card at Montpelier. 

Sidney Culver brought out a new 
one at the point-to-points last spring 
in the 6-year-old *High Road and 
then as owner-trainer-rider went 
to the hunt meetings. At Montpel- 
ier Randolph Tayloe was down as 
trainer and in this capacity, he stat- 
ed that he was grounding ‘Pop’ 
and giving a young, good rider a 
leg up. The rider was Elwood Car- 
ter and at the finish, the son of 
Hyperion—Old Melody II, by *Sir 
Gallahad III, which started this year 
in the timber ranks, had chalked 
up a victory in the Montpelier Cup, 
about 2 miles over brush. Undaunt- 
ed, ‘‘Pop’’ Culver had his statement 
to make, “‘I’ll be in the saddle next 
spring.”’ 

Last year at Montpelier James F. 
McHugh’s 38-year-old bay gelding by 
Impound—Cherry Orchard, by Dis- 
play, was a starter in a 2-horse field 
for The Bellevue Plate, about 1 3-4 
miles on the flat. ‘Now a 4-year- 
old, Jam won over hurdles at Deep 
Run Hunt Race Meeting, went on to 
Belmont to win the Maiden Hurdle 
Stakes set a new track record over 
hurdles at Saratoga. Back to the 
flat ranks at Fair Hill, romped to 
victory.
